AN ENGLISH SOCIETY. 


WOMEN WHO KEEP INFORMED IN CUR- 


RENT LITERATURE. 


An Economical Method of Purchasing 


Books nml a Conveulent and Sociable 
\Vaj of Discussing the latest Effusion of 
a Popular Writer. 
An English woman, recently married 


to a New York lawyer, with a home in 
the suburbs, \e trying an interesting ex- 
periment in the way of a literary and 
book lending society. The system she 
has adopted has been used in suburban 
towns of England and in many of th« 
larger provincial cities for more than 
half a century. In fact, there ia a soci- 
ety in Rochester, England, which claims 
to have had it in continual use for more 
than 100 years 
There is probrbly no 


system exactly like it, however, in this 
part of the world. 


The main object of this system is to 


supply books to women who have ample 
time for reading and are eager to keep 
pace with all that is interesting in the 
tremendous rush of contemporaneous 
literature. A man with even a moderate 
income cannot afford to keep his wife 
supplied with new books and magazines 
as they come out. The cheapest new 
novel, if it is worth anything, will be 
sure to cost him 50 cents. In nine cases 
out of ten the first price is more likely to 
be $1.50. To be sure, almost everything 
nowadays ultimately drifts 
into the 


cheap edition, but it is after the book 
has ceased to be fresh in the minds of 
the public and people have ceased to 
talk about it. 


Women who live in the country and 


in the suburbs have more time for read- 
ing than women in cities, and withal 
fewer means of getting anything good 
to read. The time worn volumes in the 
local circulating library have been their 
familiar friends from childhood. If the 
husband subscribes to a circulating 
library in town and promises to bring a 
new book home with him every night 
he is likely to grow weary soon and for 
get all about it. An then when an in- 
telligent woman reads a good novel she 
likes to talk to somebody about it. Her 
husband hasn't time to read, and the ac- 
quaintances she visits have never even 
heard of it 


The literary English woman found her- 


self in this plight, BO she interested her- 
self in forming a club similar to the one 
ehe belonged to at her English home. 


The idea is a simple one. Forty or 50 


persons in a town organize a book soci- 
ety. That is the mime usually given to 
them in England 
It has been found 


advisable to have at least 40 members 
and not to have more than 50. The 
Rochester society lias adhered to this 
rule despite powerful pressure to in- 
crease its membership. Applicants for 
membership are kept waiting six years, 
and sometimes more, for admission. A 
society No. 2 has naturally been formed, 
but the prestige remains with the pioneer 
society, which meets every week, winter 
and summer, in the Old Bull hotel, made 
famous in the "Pickwick Papers," The 
society hires a room, cheerful and com- 
fortable, which is placed at its disposal 
one night each week. The landlord al- 
lows the members to keep a Urge cup- 
board in the room in which to store 
books 
These books are in charge of a secre- 


tary, The position is simply an honorary 
one, 
but the members usually make the 


secretary who attends to business a very 
substantial Christmas present—a piece 
of silver or some article of household 
furniture perhaps. The members deter- 
mine by ballot what books shall be pur- 
chased, but it devolves upon the secre- 
tary to buy them. He is supposed to get 
discount prices from publishers. Tins is 
managed without difficulty, and the 
publishers generally find it for their own 
interest to remember the secretary about 
Christmas time. The result is^that in 
prosperous societies the position is 
nought after. It is worth while to de- 
vote some little time to it. 


Balloting to determine what new books 


shall lie bought takes place once each 
month. If twenty or more members find 
it expedient to purchase some new book 
or series of books issued between ballot- 
ing meetings—such, for instance, as 
Stanley's latest record of his tiavelsor 
a new volume of a popular encyclope- 
dia—the secretary must get it for them 
when they present a request in writing. 
But the members keep themselves so 
well posted that books of this kind are 
usually voted for in advance. 


All tne money subscribed is not devot- 


ed to bnymg new books and magazines, 
lu every society there are a few mem- 
bers who prefer to read anil even reread 
UicUens Thackeray, Scott and numer- 
ous other standard writers. The wants 
of these people must be and are provided 
for to a reasonable extent. Rarb mem- 
ber may draw three books at one time, 
bnt it is not allowed to keep any book for 
more than 14 days. If it is a book which 
is in demand, the time is limited to one 


Svery two yearn the books belonging 


to the society are assorted by the secre-

BUZZARDS BAY, Mass., April 1.—A fire 


this afternoon totally destroyed the 
beautiful summer residence of Joe 
Jefferson, situated on the shore of But- 
termilk bay, and the family cook, 
Helen McOrath, perished in the ruins. 
Miss Simmonds, the housekeeper, Miss 
Collins, the maid, and Miss McGrath 
wsre in the cellar at noon, when MIFS 
McGrath discovered what she supposed 
was water covering the floor.

instant there was a terrific explosion. 


A Mining Horror. 


SHAMOKIN, Pa., April 1.—A miner's 


lamp caused an explosion in the Neil- 
son abaft, operated by Langdon & Co., 
this morning. Many of the miners in 
the shaft at the time escaped, but 
twelve or fifteen lost their lives and a 
number of mules were suffocated. Ow- 
ing to yesterday being a holiday there 
were not as many men at work as usual. 


Attempts were made to fight the fire, 


but those who started to do so were 
compelled to flee for then-lives. Ten 
men lost their lives at work nearly 100 
feet above where the flre broke out. 
Through the airway smoke poured in 
suffocating the unfortunates like rats 
in a trap. 


Almost the entire town has gathered 


in the vicinity of the burning mine. The 
scenes are most distressing. 
| 
About midday a rescuing party was 


sent down the shaft. 
When they pro- 


ceeded a short distance under constant 
danger of suffocation they came across 
the bodies of two men locked in each 
other's arms. The bodies were removed 
to the surface with much difficulty and 
taken to a blacksmith shop 
where 


most pathet scenes were witnessed. 
Only two mules wer gotten out alive. 
There are thirty dead mules in the 
mine.

To-day IB Easter Sunday, the Chris- 


tian Passover and festival of the rebiir- 
re-tion of Christ 
The English name 


is supposed to be derived from that of 
the Teutonic goddess of spring, Ostsra, 
whose festival occurred about tho time 
of the celebration of Easter. Those of 
tho early Christians who believed the 
Christian passover to be a commemora- 
tion of Christ's death, adberod to the 
custom of holding tho Eimer festivity 
on tho day proscribed for tho Hebrew 
ptisc-h, tho 14th day of the first month, 
that is, the lunar month of which the 
Hth day cither falls on or next follows 
the day of the verual equinox. But 
most of the Christian churches attach- 
ing great >-<t importance to the day of 
Christ's resuTYdction, hold to Easter 
being celebrated on the Sundiy which 
followed the 14th day of the morn of 
March, the day on which Christ was 
crucified. The question was the cause 
of a serious difference in the church sa 
early a« the second century and it was 
not settled until the council at Nice in 
th« year 325. 


The rule was adopted by the council 


which makes Easter to bo always the 
first Sunday after the full moon which 
happens upon or next after the 21st of 
March. By this arrangement Easter 
may come as early as March 22d or aa 
late as April 25th. 


The festival is celebrated iu every 


pait of Christendom with great devo- 
tion and rejoicing and in some coun- 
tries with popular observances. Many 
make presents of colored eggs, called 
paach or pace egg. The origin of the 
custom of coloring eggx nt easier is 
not known, but is said to ba founded 
upon a tradition i«wt a bird which had 
its nest naav Calvaay, cjfjvied the leaf 
of a balsam tree in its r*auk to the 
cross «ud applied It to the wound* of 
the dying Savior whose blood stained 
Its plumage. Returning tu He nest the 
blood colored Its egge, h«nce the cus- 
tom of coloring eggs at Easter.

Utah and Nevada together would pre- 
sent a more tempting field for invest- 
meut and for residence. I think it 
would raise tho price of land in every 
part of Nevada if we could have a 
strong and powerful State as Utah and 
Nevada would make; but I should never 
for a moment contemplate forcing the 
people of Nevada to any proposition 
distasteful to them; and that is the 
opinion of my colleague. 


While we both believe that it would 


be a good policy to annex Utah, neither 
>f us would feel warranted in taking 
auyaition unless it was agreeable to 
tho people who elected us.

work. In mathematics, in the physical 
sciences, in chemistry, in the languages 
and in literature are opportunities for 
discipline, culture and information 
th.it few of our people have any con- 
C3ption of.

THE COMING BATTLE. 


There is an able article in the North 


American Review for April on tha cur- 
rency question and the Democratic 
party by Congressman B. P. Bland of 
Missouri from which the following is 
an extract: 
" The battle of tho standards is the 


coming battle the world over, when it is 
pushed to the front for final settlement 
—the question whether silver shall be 
placed at its old status as the equal, if 
not the superior, of gold in our finan- 
cial system or totally demonetized- 
it will be a battle royaL 
The time is 


not to belong deferred when this battle 
of the standards will be fought to a 
finish. On the one side will be arrayed 
the rich and powerful banks of the old 
world and of the new; on the other the 
mass of our people, especially those 
west of 
the Allegheny mountains, 


loaded down as they are with debts and 
mortgages, with a vast country yet to 
to be touched by the hand of industry 
and enterprise, demanding money with- 
out limit except as to its supply from 
nature. 
The money question when 


brought forward for final solution 
must, of necessity, involve the question 
of the standards; whether it shall be a 
standard resting upon both metals, 
gold and silver, or the single standard 
of gold. Compromises and makeshifts 
have heretofore only checked the fight- 
ing. When pressed forward, as it seems 
may be done, ahead of tariff and all 
other reforms promised by the Demo- 
cratic party, the peril of defeat for 
tariff reductions, pension reforms and 
other reforms is great. It may be that 
those who wish to postpone and defeat 
tariff reform, are more than willing to 
press other great measures ahead of it. 
The Democratic party will make a 
great mistake if such should be the 
policy adopted. 
It is difficult to see 


how any more compromises can be had 
on the question of the currnncy; espec- 
ially will it be difficult to reconcile 
the conflict between the demand for 
total demonetization of silver and its 
unconditional restoration. When the 
question is again pressed forward it is 
difficult to see how there can be any 
other solution—the total abandonment 
of silver or its restoration to its con- 
stitutional privileges at our mints. The 
special plea to await the concurrence 
of other nations can no longer be en 
tertained. The last international con- 
ference at Brussels developed the fact 
that there is no probability of any 
agreement on this question,"

Tliu Latter Sliiiu- liy Inherent Light. 
The sun is a star, and the stars are 


suns. This fact has been a familiar 


i one to astronomers for many years. 
| That the stars shine by their own in- 
herent light and not by light reflected 
from another body, like the planets of 
the solar system, may be easily proved. 


That many of them at least ara very 


similar to our own sun is clearly shown 
by several considerations, 


Three facts prove this conclusively. 


Firrft, their great inrrinsio brilliancy, 
compared with their small apparent 
diameter, a diameter so small that the 
highest powers of the largest telescope 
fail to show them as anything but mere 
points of light without measurable 
magnitude. 


Second, their vast distance from the 


earth, a distance so great that the di 
ameter of the eaith's orbit dwindles 
almost to a point in comparison, This 
accounts satisfactorily for the first 
fact. Third, the spectroscope—that 


chanical, business or pedagogical edu- 
cation; that here we have in the State 
university a corps of professors, young, 
.scholarly and enthusiastic, who are in 
their respective departments the peers 
of any similar number of educators in 
the West. Let these facts be known 
throughout our State and Nevada's 
children will henceforth ba more 
largely educated in Nevada.

Public n«l)t Statement. 


WASHINGTON, April 1.—A statement 


of the public debt giving transactions 
of the treasury in the month of March, 
issued this afternoon shows a net de- 
crease in the debt of $1,956,172. Of this 
$453,532 is the amount of the reduction 
of the bonded indebtedness of the gov- 
ernment and $1,502,640 increase in cash 
in the treasury during the month. The 
aggregate interest and 
non-interest 


bearing debt, March 31st was $962,828,- 
219. The available surplus in the treas- 
ury was $25,630,728.

.Ballroad Fares and the World'* Fair. 
The World's fair in Chicago is not a 


private venture for private gain, but a 
great public undertaking for the public 
good. The states and the national gov- 
ernment have contributed directly to 
this undertaking, and the railways must 
do their share toward its complete suc- 
cess, both directly and indirectly. 
The 


purpose of the fair is in the main educa- 
tional. That pnrpose will be defeated 
unless a very great number of visitors 
are able to visit Chicago, and by study- 
ing tho exhibits learn the lessons that 
they teach. The great majority of those 
visitors must go to Chicago by rail, and 
if the railways, by ungenerously high 
fares, discourage the visitors who must 
count each dollar of expense, then the 
railways will have failed in their duty 
toward the public. 
The very people 


who will be most benefited by visiting 
the fair are those who must carefully 
consider the cost. 


A matter of $10 or $l!i in railway fares 


is nothing to rich men, but it is a great 
deal to the artisans and mechanics and 
farmers of tho country. 
Besides being 


wrong in itself, such a policy would be 
shortsighted, even from a purely selfish 
standpoint. In tho development of the 
country and its growth in wealth the 
railways profit directly and quickly. 
The centennial exhibition gave a great 
impetus to trade and resulted in the 
growth of many industries. This Colum- 
bian fair will do tho same thing, and in 
its complete success the railways have 
an interest that the managers cannot af- 
ford to ignore.—Harper's Weekly. 


The Deathbeds of Great Men. 


Modern newspaper enterprise and mod- 


ern telegraph facilities have greatly in- 
creased the number of mourners who 
are virtually at the bedside of every 
great man who is stricken with mortal 
illness. For several weeks every morn- 
ing newspaper office in the United States 
had hourly bulletins from Mr. Elaine's 
sickroom, and in every such office the 
telegraph editors, operators, printers, 
pressmen, etc., had to lengthen their 
nightly vigil a couple of hours in order 
to bo sure that when the end came there 
should be no delay in announcing it to 
the country. The number of men whose 
day's work was thus prolonged is many 
thousand, and tho same men have 
watched by the bedside of many famous 
men in the same way. D uring the whole 
24 hours reporters were on watch nt the 
Elaine mansion from the beginning of 
his illness. The English reporters who \ 
were charged with a like dnty when ' 
Tennyson lay dying deserted their trust, 
and the poet's death was not announced 
till several hours after its occurrence. 
Snub a broach of duty by American re- 
porters is inconceivable.—Buffalo Cou- 
rier.

Secession Talk la Teurn*. 


At the recent immigration convention 


•t Wichita Falls Mr. Alexander intro- 
duced a resolution advising that the Pan- 
handle practically secedes from the Lone 
Star State and set up for itself. 


A Globe-Democrat representative met 


the Hon. A. L. Carter and asked him 
what he thought of the proposition. Tho 
ex-senator said at onco that be was op- 
posed to any division whatever. In Ms 
opinion there was no grounds for such a 
st«p as the resolution contemplated. His 
understanding was that the Panhandle 
people based their proposition j.rincipiilly 
upon the assumed fact they wore not be- 
ing considered in tho location of Ihe new 
courts which nre now under contempla- 
tion; that their rights were in danger, 
and in order to secure what they believed 
was justice to that portion of tho state 
they proposed to cut loose from the com- 
monwealth and organize a state by them 
selves. 


In the first place, Mr. Carter said, there 


was no prosperous country in the world 
where the courts were able to keep 
abreast of the litigation, and it was a no- 
torious fact that the chief reason for the 
enormous number of cases in the Texas 
courts was the fact that so many lawyers 
accepted briefs on contingent fees. The 
Panhandle people were comparatively 
strangers. They came to Texas and took 
advantage of the cheap lands to provide 
homes for themselves nnd were now en- 
deavoring to create a state of feeling 
which might develop into serious conse- 
quences to the people of Texas.—Cor. St. 
Louis Globe-Democrat.

Bin Prices For New Tfork Real Estate. 
The August Belinont homestead, on
